Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 2-6, 9, 1 1 , 38, & 44-48 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject 
matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was not suggested in the 
prior art of record. 

With respect to claim 2 & its dependants, the subject matter not found was the 
combination of a first sealed primary container containing a separation medium that is 
one of a gel, beads, and a float device, and a sealed secondary container containing an 
ionic coagulation activator and a transfer device providing fluid communication between 
the first and second containers in combination with the other elements (or steps) in the 
claims. With respect to claim 6 & its dependants, the subject matter not found was the 
combination of a first sealed primary container containing a separation medium that is 
for separating red blood cells from plasma and having a first pressure, and a sealed 
secondary container containing an ionic ionic-coagulation activator and having a second 
pressure lower than the pressure of the first container, and a transfer device comprising 
a cannula having first and second ends for puncturing the sealed ends of the 
containers, and wherein the first and second ends are each covered by a retractable 
elastomeric sleeve in combination with the other elements (or steps) in the claims. With 
respect to claim 11 & its dependants, the subject matter not found was the combination 
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of a sealed primary container containing a separation medium that is one of a gel, 
beads, and a float device and having a first pressure, and a sealed secondary container 
containing an ionic coagulation activator and a second pressure that is less than the first 
pressure, and a transfer device providing fluid communication between the first and 
second containers in combination with the other elements (or steps) in the claims.
